From the Secuml Cnvnlry. 


Cixi- llnr JN, ST. 1.0PI3, March 27, 1302. 


The 2d Wincon-sin cavalry is now safely 


quartered in Camp Bent on, St. Louis. We 
left Camp Washburne at 9 A. M., Monday, 
24th. ; got aboard the cars at Milwaukee, 
and baa a safe and pleasant ride to Chi- 
cago. 


There is always something exciting to 


most minds connected with the first moving 
of a regiment to the Boat of war. 
Tho re- 


sult of much conjecturing mid many sys- 
tematized plans based upon tbo thousand 
and one reports that pass from camp to 
camp, and are caught up and amended or 
changed to suit the particular philosophy 
of each high private, who, of course, feels 
himself responsible for every act and move- 
ment of the entire regiment, is now about 
to be decided. There is another class of 
11 free thinkers," or think not at nil, just as 
they please; they sing "John Brosvn" and 
" Dixie," and do not appear to care wheth- 
er "school keeps or not." They want to go 
to war because everybody else is going. 
No doubt their patriotism is perfectly sound, 
but they fight more for (i the fun of the 
thing" than anything else. 
And again, 


there are others who, after much thought 
and anxious solicitude, waiting and hoping 
for the end of this most whicked rebellion, 
have resolved to sacrifice for n season the 
comforts of home, the social tits of f.iraily 
and friends, and, if necessary, their lives, 
rather than to see* " a stripe of our banner 
erased or a single star obscured." 


But 1 must not stop here to discuss this 


matter further, as . I have scarcely time to- 
day to give you an account of matters per- 
taining to our trip here. We arrived in 
Chicago about -1 P. M., escorted by the 
Milwaukee Light Guard and ft band of mu- 
sic, got, off the cars and inarched over to 
the Central depot. 
After the men were 


safely on board, tho commission, stuff and 
line officers were invited to dinn at the Tre- 
montHouse, which, by the way, •vvas most 
acceptable, I assure you. 
We had not 


slept any the previous night, and most of 
us had been without dinner, only as we 
could snatch it up by the way. 
We there- 


fore endeavored to do justice to the occa- 
sion. 


We left Chicago at 7 P. M. 
Some diffi- 


culty occurred in the movement of our long 
trains, and the result was we were some be- 
hind time. Then commenced a bdiieH of 
delays which tasted all night and the next 
day until noon. Here we struck the Terre 
Haute, Alton & St. Louis railroad at Mat- 
toon, stopped about an hour, and dealt out 
one day's rations to the menj nnd got din. 
ner. The men were aUo served with hot 
coffee. 
From what I gathered from a citi- 


zen I thought this quite an aspiring town. 
It contains n population of 1,700, and has 
Beat seventeen commissioned officers to the 
war. It may be this is a light spot in 
Egypt, which has not been particularly dis- 
tinguished fur either its intelligence or pat- 
riotism, or it may bn their patriotism was 
sound only on condition that their clnhis 
to office were answered. If they had made 
a little extra exertion no doubt one full 
company of officers could have been enlist- 
on there. 


Some tirn« during the night after we left 


Chicago, a man in company H, a German, 


missed until the next day. He was picked 
up in the morning on the track, with his 
head and one arm cut. off, and body badly 
mangled. 


Nothing of importance occurred on the 


way from Mattoon to St. Louis. We ar- 
rived here on the opposite side of the riv- 
er about 1 A. M., yesterday, and remained 
in the curs until daylight. We crossed the 
river about 8 A. M., and; marched out to 
camp, which is about four miles, I think, 
from the ferry. The situation of the camp 
is beautiful, but the barracks' have been 
badly, used; we saw nothing particularly 
inviting in them, so we preferred to pitch 
our tents, which we did, and live in them 
while we stay here. There are about 
men in camp here. 
Regiments are coming 


in and going out every day. 
Daniels' cav- 


alry arrived here the day before ours, and 
and we expect Col. Barstow's to-night or 
to-morrow. 


The weather is mild and beautiful here, 


tho streets dry and dusty, and the fields 
covered with green grass, presenting a very 
different scene from that we left a few daya 
ago. 


•Our boys arc all well. We left one in 


Chicago, but he followed after with about 
as many delays as we had, but is now safe- 
ly in camp.

SENATE—A resolution providing for an 


amendment of the constitution, so as to re- 
construct the supreme court with five judges 
was rejected. 
A large number of bills were

Hall is concerned, waa thin morning order- 
ed. Prof. H. is in tbe city nnd the subject 
is reopened at his solicitation. He claims 
that great injustice has been done. The 
bill revising the school laws which has oc- 
cupied so much time, after being hopeless- 
ly addled by legislative incubation, was in- 
definitely postponed. A large portion of 
the morning session was occupied on a bill 
exempting lands belonging to Appleton 
University to the amount of $10,000 from 
taxation. It was ordered to a third read- 
ing. 


A telegraphic despatch from Gov. Har- 


vey dated St. Louis, directed to Treasurer 
Hustings, urged tbe immediate passage of 
the Allotment Commissioners bill. It was 
passed alter being amended so as to Bend 
it buck to the Senate. As passed, it appro- 
priates $1,000 per annum to each com- 
missioner, besides his expenses, and makes 
the State Treasurer the Treasurer of the 
allotments.—Madison Journal. 


TUB REBEL OFFICERS AND THEIR SYM- 


PATHIZERS AT COLUMBUS.—Our Columbus 
correspondence shows n necessity for a 
purging of the legislature from treason by 
a little wholesome expulsion, as welt as for 
ft new order of things in regard to the rebel 
ollicer prisoners.

Special to the Times, off Island No. 10, 


March 31.—The river is falling several 
inches a day. The rebels have erected a 
large entrenched camp in the bend of tbe 
river, directly in front of our gunboats. An 
embankment half mile long has b'jen thrown 
up on the shore, behind which guns are 
mounted. Large numbers are masked as 
yet. 
No means of ascertaining what artil- 


lery they have posted at this point, several 
batteries, however, arc plainly visible. Their 
entrenchments extend from tbe centre of 
the bend to the upper point of the Island. 
They are constantly busy, both with steam- 
boats and men. 


Tbe mortars fired yesterday and to-day, 


every 15 minutes, with wbut effect we are 
unable to decide. Shells are all thrown up- 
on the island. The rebels make no answer, 
except occasional shots tit the transports. 


Occasional firing is hoard.in tbo direc- 


tion of New Madrid, caused by engagements 
between the batteries which have been placed 
on opposite sides of the river below that 
place. We get no news" from there. 


CHICAGO, April 1. 


Special to the Journal from' Cairo.—Col. 


Buford, yesterday, accompanied by the 27th 
and 42 Illinois, and part of the 15th Wia 
consiu, from near Island No., 10, with a de- 
tachment of .cavalry and artillery,', from 
Hickman, under Col. Hog, made a desent 
upon Union City. ,After a forced march of 
80 miles they fell upon thetfebuta encamp- 
ed at 7 o'clock in the morning, and dispersed 
the entire force stationed there under Clay 
King, both cavalry and infantry. They lied 
in"every direction. Several of the enemy 
were killed, and a number taken prisoners. 
A large amount of spoils captured, consist- 
ing of one hundred and fifty horses, com- 
missary and quartermasters stores, &c.

The bodies of Lieut. Budd, in command 


of the Penguin, and of Acting Master Ma- 
ther, commanding the Henry Andres, were 
brought here to day in the Bienville, from 
Florida. 
Commodore Dcpout's dispatch 


narrates the circumstances of their death. 
They were ordered with their vessels to 
blockade Mosqueto Inlet, whera rebel com- 
merce with the West Indies had been car- 
ried on. 
To capture rebel vessels there, 


and to protect the live oak timber on gov- 
ernment lands ready for shipment, with four 
or five boats and 43 men they adventurous- 
ly (exceeding orders) pushed inland fifteen 
or twenty miles. 
On the return the com- 


manding officers having landed to inspect 
abandoned earthworks were fired on sud- 
denly from a dense grove and killed. 
Oth- 


er boats were fired on as they came up, and 
six seamen were killed and seven wounded 
before they could make coyer. Com, Du- 


pont adda that tbe bodies of Lieut. Budd, 
and Acting Master Mather, were received 
under a flag of truce, and that the com- 
manding (rebel) officer, Capt. Bird, who 
had come from his camp at a distance, made 
some show of courtesy by returning some 
papers and a watch, as if ashamed of this 
mode of warfare, for these were the very 
same troops that, with a sufficient force,
